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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Brunner et al M U.S. Patent No. 5950951. 

Regarding claim 1, Brunner '951 shows a rolled paper conveying apparatus for 
conveying paper of a first rolled paper provided on a core (using a spool, column 4, line 
1), said apparatus comprising: a holding device 4 configured to rotatably support the 
first rolled paper, said holding device having a slanted surface 5 configured to support 
and guide movement of the first rolled paper from a first position (figure 1b) on said 
holding device to a second position (no figure shown, but the shaft 1 can be removed 
from the guiding block by rolling off the slanted surface) on said holding device; a 
conveyance device (inherently taught since the film can be removed from the spool 
which would require some sort of take-up device or conveyance device, column 1 , lines 
62-65) configured to unroll the first rolled paper and convey the unrolled paper, said 
conveyance device being configured to move the first roller paper from the first position 
to the second position; and a first detector 6, 7 configured to detect whether the core of 
the first rolled paper has moved from said first position to said second position. Note: 
The film used by Brunner is considered to be a rolled paper since applicant's 
specification indicates that the rolled paper includes film (paragraph 00030). 
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Regarding claim 3, Brunner '951 discloses that said first detector can be a photo 
sensor (column 2, line 43). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brunner et al., U.S. Patent No. 5950951 , in view of Fujii, JP 05337544 A. 

Regarding claims 4-5, Brunner '951 discloses photo sensors (6, 7) but does not 
elaborate on the structural elements as set forth by the claim 4. 

Fuji '544 shows a light emitting portion (7a) and a light receiving portion (7b), see 
figure 2. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the apparatus of Brunner '951 to include a light emitting 
portion emitting a light to the first position, and a light receiving portion to receive light 
reflected by the paper as taught by Fuji '544, in order to provide a non-contacting 
sensor for controlling the apparatus. 



Response to Arguments 

Claim 1 has been amended. 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 3-5 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

The added recitation that the device configured to unroll the first rolled paper and 
convey the unrolled paper necessitated the new grounds of rejection.
